In the $195,404,630 October exports,
foodstuffs crude and manufactured,
and food animals, formed the princi-
pal item with a total of $73,635,000, an
increase of $32,000,000 ovér October,
1913, Crude manufecturing materinls
decreased from $126§,239,000 to £52.-
980,000. Manufactures also fell off
$63,689,000 being exported last month
compared with $68,824,000 in October
last year. .
